Tnterest to to Structural 
'. Engineers, : 


The stresses in stool-franie build- 
ings due to wind action are always 
of interest’to the structural en- 
gineer, During the past two or 
three years a great deal, has been 
published in the United States on 
this subject, especially in connec- 
tion. with the wind bracing of tall 
buildings. Although the skyacrap- 
er is distinctly an American pro- 
duct, it is fast spreading beyond 
the boundaries of the United 
States. Montreal and Toronto 
each have buildings nearly ' 400 ft. 
high. ‘The bulletin of the National 
Geographic Society. states that “All
